• Legislative Update – Gail Murdock 
Mr. Murdock plans to put together a legislative update for the Committee. This will 
demonstrate how to walk through the Maryland Government website and teach the basics 
of how to look up legislative bills. 

• Garvey Council – Margaret Forrest 
Department of Public Works, Gary Whipple provided an update that the new Garvey 
Senior Activity Center projected completion date is November 2019. The Garvey Council 
has purchased a new piano for the Garvey Activity Center. As of the end of August, 
$23,228.71 has been raised to go toward the new Senior Activity Center. 
The Garvey Council has raised $3,433 with the newest Cash Blast raffle, with a goal of 
$8,000. There will be 4 winners – $500, $250, $150 and $100.The raffle is scheduled for 
December 20th. Mr. Murdock is accepting volunteers to help sell tickets. Registration for 
the Grant writing class has opened at CSM. The class is October 17th. The Diabetes 
support group meets every third Wednesday from 12:30-1:30. The Garvey Council is 
sponsoring a craft fair on December 1st at Leonard Hall. At least 12 people have signed 
up and paid registration fees.
